Refuseniks’ COVID-19 rage tempers enforcement

HUMBOLDT — Humboldt County 
Sheriff Billy Honsal has said that un- 
like some county sheriffs, he would 
enforce further COVID-19 restric- 
tions but he’s also said that “violent 
acts” are becoming more frequent 
and deputies will use discretion to 
prevent deadly force situations. 
The acceleration of coronavirus 
spread and reactions to the restric- 


tions that aim to limit it were discussed 
during an update to the Board of Su- 
pervisors at its December 8 meeting. 
Supervisor Steve Madrone noted 
that some county sheriffs have said 
that they won’t enforce new restric- 
tions on business and social activities. 
Madrone said that given the preva- 
lence of disease, “This is not the time 
to be backing off of enforcement.” 
Asked if he’ll enforce restrictions, 
Honsal said he will. But he also sug- 


gested that doing so has to be done 
carefully because people are becom- 
ing prone to violent behavior. 

“If you send a deputy sheriff in to 
enforce a stay at home order, what 
happens if someone refuses — and 
now we're going to use force against 
someone who’s not wearing a mask 
in public?” he said. “And that could 
force a deadly force confrontation, 
who knows, and over what?”

Arcata Fire hires consultant to 
study workforce reorganization

McKINLEYVILLE/ARCATA — The 
Arcata Fire District is hiring a consul- 
tant to conduct a wage and classification 
study for its workforce as part of a re- 
organization effort as it gears up to hire 
more firefighters. 

On Dec. 8, a hesitant AFD Board of 
Directors voted 3-2, with directors Ran- 
dy Mendosa and Elena David abstain- 
ing, to hire Sacramento-based CPS HR 
Consulting to conduct the study, which 
will cost about $37,000 and take 16 
weeks. 

The detailed study will look at job 
classifications, job duties and ranks. It 
will compare AFD salaries with other 
fire departments of similar size. 

“The study is the bottom building 
block to appropriately structure, reas- 
sign, promote, or eliminate the District 
staffing,” stated AFD Fire Chief Jus- 
tin McDonald in a report to the board. 
“Positions are potentially working out 
of class and as we build upward, there 
will be a refocus to the job duties and 
assignments, as well as rank. This study 
will assist the District to classify and al- 
low the District to perform a potential 
reorganization before hiring Measure F 
funded employees or commencing with 
promotional processes.” 

On Nov. 3, voters in the district over- 
whelmingly passed Measure F, a proper- 
ty tax that will fund more firefighters and 
allow the district to keep all three of its 
stations open. Since March, the district 
has closed one station on a rotating basis. 

The district provides fire service to 
the communities of McKinleyville, Ar- 
cata, Bayside, Jacoby Creek, Tyee City 
and Manila.

won't be available until January of 2022 
— more than a year from now. 

There was hesitation on the board 
about spending money on the study. 
The district’s finance committee, which 
includes board President Nicole John- 
son and Director David Rosen, reviewed 
the study proposal and recommended 
that it be approved. 

At the Dec. 8 meeting, Director Men- 
dosa repeatedly asked about the com- 
mittee’s recommendation. Johnson 
responded that the committee was rec- 
ommending approval. She did not give 
any further explanation. 

Neither Mendosa or David gave an 
explanation for abstaining from the vote 
on the study. 

The study is favored by district staff. 
In his report to the board, Chief Mc- 
Donald stated “The board has indicated 
angst in authorizing this study based on 
the community’s perception of spend- 
ing funds for this purpose at his point 
in time. However, what is not taken into 
account is the perception of our employ- 
ees. They see a hesitation by the Board 
to take actions to ensure that we can re- 
cruit, retain, and maintain a robust and 
healthy workforce. Furthermore, this 
study will take 16 weeks to complete and 
time is of the essence as negotiations 
will also begin soon and the study is a 
key component and results will have a 
huge impact on negotiations.” 

According to McDonald, firefighter 
positions make from $44,247 to $48,738 
annually. The hourly rate is $14.76 to 
$16.27. The chief makes $120,486 a 
year. 

The district plans to hire and train 
five firefighters in fiscal year 2021-2022 
and three additional firefighters in fiscal 
year 2022-2023. 


COVID AND THE COURTS Due to the rising num- 
ber of COVID-19 cases, the Humboldt County Su- 
perior Court has been granted an emergency or- 
der to reschedule all criminal jury trials scheduled 
between Dec. 8 and Jan. 19. The trials will take 
place at a later date. The current, ongoing criminal 
trial will not be affected by the order. “The court’s 
goal is to ensure that jurors, judicial officers and 
court staff as well as other individuals involved in 
trials are not unduly or inadvertently exposed to 
COVID-19 infected individuals,” states a press re- 
lease from Humboldt County Superior Court.

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MEASURE F This chart, created by the Arcata Fire District, compares the results of 
Measure R, which failed on March 3, to Measure F, which was passed on Nov. 
3. The nearly identical tax measures required a super-majority approval of at 


least 66.67 percent. As the chart shows, 


support for the November tax measure 


increased in all the communities the district serves compared to the March tax 
measure. Although a majority of McKinleyville voters approved of the tax, their 
votes were well below 66.67 percent. Under Measure F, the average single family 
home will be assessed $118 a year. The tax will replace an existing tax, resulting 


in a net increase of $98 for such a household.

McK indoor grow op is approved

McKINLEYVILLE -— A _ Fortuna-based 
company’s indoor cannabis operations in 
McKinleyville will be expanded, as the coun- 
ty’s Planning Commission has approved a 
permit for an additional 1,300 square feet of 
growing area. 

The commission’s December 3 meeting 
included approval of a conditional use per- 
mit for indoor cultivation at a business park 
property on McKinleyville Avenue near the 
intersection of Commercial Lane. 

Advanced by Yeti Enterprises, LLC, the 
indoor growing will occur within a 3,270 
square-foot building and will be divided into 
a propagation area and two vegetation/culti- 
vation areas. 

According to a written staff report, the 
project “will be designed appropriately with 
odor mitigation and there will not be adverse 


impacts to the neighborhood related to visu- 
al and odor impacts or security concerns.” 

Estimated annual water use is 120,000 
gallons and the McKinleyville Community 
Services District recommended approval of 
the permit. During peak operation, the facili- 
ty is expected to employ five workers. Drying 
of the cannabis will be done onsite but pro- 
cessing will be done elsewhere. 

Last August, Yeti Enterprises gained the 
commission’s approval for 4,775 square 
feet of indoor cannabis cultivation in a new- 
ly-constructed two-story building on a near- 
by parcel. 

The McKinleyville Union School District 
recommended denial of that permit due to 
the proximity of two school bus stops but as 
with last week’s approval, planning staff not- 
ed that indoor cannabis cultivation isn’t sub- 
ject to school bus stop setbacks and “will not 
have an adverse impact on children.”

from Hunts Lane on the south to Murray 
Road to the north. The property includes 
Doug fir, Sitka spruce and redwoods. 

“It will create a permanent linear green- 
belt of forestland on the edge of McKin- 
leyville,” states a grant application submitted 
to a different agency for the project. 

MCSD officials have said that the forest 
will be used for hiking, biking and habitat 
restoration. The MCSD is planning to create 
a sustainable timber harvest plan to fund for- 
est management. 

All of those details will need to be worked 
out, but the MCSD has time. According to a 
report from MCSD Manager Patrick Kaspari, 
it will take about 18 months before the prop- 
erty is transfered to the MCSD. 

Kaspari explained that there will be a va- 
riety of appraisals conducted and it will take 
time for money to be transfered. 

The forest, which Green Diamond has 
actively harvested, will be purchased by 
the trust from the timber company for 
$4,874,500. The state grant will cover near 
ly $4 million of the cost, with the remainder 
paid for by the trust. 

The MCSD began planning for the McKin- 
leyville Community Forest before the grant 
received final approval. 

In October, the district submitted a grant 
application to the North Coast Resource 
Partnership asking for $15,000 for technical 
assistance in creating a comprehensive forest

management plan. 

The district has also created a Communi- 
ty Forest Committee. Committee members 
have discussed expanding its membership to 
11 to 15 people. Members could include two 
MCSD board members, the MCSD general 
manager, the MCSD parks and recreation 
director, the MCSD operations director, a 
MCSD parks staff member, a member of the 
McKinleyville Municipal Advisory Commit- 
tee and a member of the McKinleyville Park 
and Recreation Committee. 

The committee may also be expanded to 
include a biologist, members of the public 
and natural resources experts. 

The successful grant application was an- 
nounced Dec. 9 on the MCSD’s Facebook 
page. 

“MCSD is very excited to share the news 
that the Trust for Public Lands has been 
awarded the funding to purchase 550 acres 
of forest land from Green Diamond Resource 
Co. for the purpose of creating a Community 
Forest for McKinleyville,” stated the Face- 
book post. “There are many steps yet to take 
place before the property becomes open to 
the public for recreational access, but McKin- 
leyville residents can look forward to having 
a community forest in the near future. If 
you want to continue to be updated on the 
work toward this community asset, be sure 
to review the monthly MCSD Board meeting 
agendas as well as the Park and Recreation 
Committee meeting agendas.”

Limited vaccine supply

Honsal said he’s instructed dep- 
uties to use discretion. “As we see 
throughout the county, we do have 
escalating violent acts that are oc- 
curring throughout the county and 
we do have escalating crime that is 
occurring, all the way from Orick 
to Alderpoint,” he continued. “Es- 
sentially, we are spread thin and 
we are doing our best.” 

Fear of confrontation 

The county is in the state’s 
highest risk category, which is 
color-coded as purple. Places like 
restaurants, gyms and places of 
worship can’t be open for indoor 
use, retail businesses have to op- 
erate at 25 percent of capacity 
and the county is under a 10 p.m. 
state-imposed curfew. 

Under a recently-launched state 
system, further restrictions are 
imposed if a region’s ICU capacity 
falls below 15 percent. Humboldt’s 
ICU bed availability fell to 10.7 
percent at the end of last week but 
the northern region’s ICU capacity 
percentage was at 26.6 percent. 

Considering the high stakes, 
acts like refusing to wear a mask 


are leading to confrontations. 
Madrone compared not wearing 
a mask in public spaces to bran- 
dishing a “deadly weapon” and 
Supervisor Mike Wilson said he 
continues to observe it. 

Wilson described an atmo- 
sphere of fear and potential con- 
flict. “People feel threatened,” he 
said, illustrating the point by de- 
scribing a recent video of a mask- 
less Eureka supermarket cus- 
tomer “freaking out” when other 
customers called her on it. 

“Luckily there were a lot of 
people there but a single person 
may not say something to that 
person because they’re afraid of 
their reaction, they're afraid of 
the confrontation that could come 
from that,” Wilson continued. 
“And then they hear about people 
becoming violent.” 

Not wearing a mask in public 
spaces is “just really trolling peo- 
ple and kind of terrorizing them 
and making them feel threatened 
because they don’t know what to 
do,” Wilson said. 

‘Shocking’ spread 

Measures like mask-wearing are 


increasingly crucial to protect pub- 
lic health and prevent further eco- 
nomic impacts. Dr. Ian Hoffman, 
the county’s newly-hired health 
officer, warned that once coronavi- 
rus accelerates, it takes off. 

Hoffman noted that it took 
about 10 months for the county 
to reach 1,000 COVID-19 cases. 
“Now where are we? The project- 
ed time to go from 1,000 to 2,000 
is just over a month from now,” he 
continued. “If that sounds shock- 
ing, it should sound shocking ... 
that’s just the nature of this dis- 
ease, it goes up exponentially as it 
spreads in our community.” 

But Hoffman also said the 
county is readying for vaccine 
distribution and it’s expected that 
health care workers and those in 
long term care facilities and other 
high risk settings will soon get the 
first round of doses. 

Meanwhile, the spread _ of 
COVID-19 is happening “in mul- 
tiple settings across the county,” 
Hoffman said. A hefty block of 
cases is the 72 — and counting -- 
that have been confirmed among 
residents and staff members of 


‘Death sentence’ 

Disease spread among vulner- 
able residents can quickly lead to 
more hospitalizations and deaths. 
Hoffman said the Granada out- 
break could “turn very quickly” 
and the county could “go to dou- 
bling our death rate easily in the 
next week or two.” 

He added, “To a degree, not 
wearing a mask is like putting a 
death sentence on some of these 
elderly folks who are in long term 
care facilities.” 

During a Dec. 11 media avail- 
ability video, Deputy Health 
Officer Dr. Josh Ennis said the 
Granada cases “are not driving 
the current, cumulative totals 
over the same time period” and 
only account for about 30 percent 
of last week’s daily totals. 

“So it’d be really misleading for 
anyone to conclude that what’s hap- 
pening at this facility is driving all of 
our numbers here,” he continued. 

On Dec. 11, 36 more cases were 
confirmed and the county’s total 
stood at 1,231 cases. Two addi- 
tional hospitalizations brought 
the county’s total to 56. There 
was also an additional death last 


Federal emergency use approv- 
al for the Pfizer/BioNTech mRNA 
vaccine was issued on Dec.11. 
Asked during the video about 
local vaccine availability, Ennis 
said the county has over 10,000 
health care workers who are first 
in line to be vaccinated and “we’re 
looking at allotments that fall well 
short of that very early on.” 

The next in line, elderly res- 
idents with medical conditions, 
may not be vaccinated until 
sometime next month, he contin- 
ued. Vaccine allotments might be 
shipped to the county this week, 
Ennis said, but “supply will be 
very limited” at first. 

If vaccines are effective, mass 
or “herd” immunity will eventual- 
ly be achieved, new infections will 
be minimized and the pandemic’s 
pall on social activity will be lift- 
ed. Ennis said he’s heard some 
experts say that could happen as 
early as June of next year. 

“T think that’s optimistic,” he con- 
tinued. “I think that to be more real- 
istic, the earliest we can probably see 
that occur might be in the fall.” 

It could take longer. “There’s a 
lot of unknown here,” said Ennis.

College football could return to Humboldt — at College of the Redwoods 


COLLEGE OF THE REDWOODS 

EUREKA - Last spring, due to a bleak 
budgetary forecast brought on primarily 
by the COVID-19 pandemic, CR made the 
difficult decision to suspend CR’s football 
program. At the time, President Dr. Keith 
Flamer explained that, “while this was a 
difficult but necessary decision to make, it 
was the most efficient way to reduce costs 
while at the same time making sure the 
college is fiscally solvent... and better posi- 
tioned to financially support the sports we 
are preserving.” 

Now, Dr. Flamer is exploring the fea- 
sibility of resuming football in the fall of 
2022. The reinstatement relies on a num- 
ber of modifications and improvements to 
the program, ones that the college believes 
will elevate academics and prioritize the 
“student” part of “student athlete”. 

The new football staff will be directed to 
encourage student athlete accountability in 
academic programs, and there will be an 
emphasis on graduation rates, grade point 
averages (GPAs), and retention rates from 
semester to semester. 

All of this is in line with the consider- 
able strides the athletics department has 
made in recent years. The department of-

ten exceeds district averages both in reten- 
tion and academic success (as measured by 
GPA) and, this past year, the college had 48 
graduates from athletics, which was a 38 
percent increase from the previous year. 
Reinstatement of the football 
program relies on continuing the 
upward trend. 

To help improve the program, 
the administration has hired 
a consultant who will conduct 
a needs assessment, develop a 
framework for improving student 
athlete achievement outcomes, 
and provide recommendations 
based on findings. 

Additionally, in an effort to 
more closely align with CR’s overarching 
mission to “partner with the community to 
contribute to the economic vitality and life- 
long learning needs of our service area,” the 
college will no longer be recruiting student 
athletes from non-contiguous states, mean- 
ing only those from California, Oregon, Ne- 
vada and Arizona. The hope is that most will 
be recruited from district high schools. 

Dr. Flamer explains that he agreed to

an important part of the higher education- 
al experience. “I believe that our athletic 
programs instill student athletes with good 
habits of fitness, competitiveness, drive, 
and discipline. Clearly, what they learn 
about teamwork, individual re- 
sponsibility, determination and 
goal-oriented tasks follow them 
into their future,” he says. 

Athletics Director Bob Brown 
is also hopeful. “The athletic de- 
partment greatly appreciates 
the open dialogue and _ initial 
approval of planning towards 
the reinstatement of the football 
program. We look forward to 
building on the recent academic 
success of our athletic teams and to adding 
football back into that fold,” he says. 

Brown also appreciates how much the 
local community would like to see college 
football return to Humboldt. “There has 
always been a strong base of community 
support for CR athletics,” he says. That’s a 
good thing because, of course, the decision 
is also financial.”

Office K-9 Reece. 

K-9 Reece passed away on Dec. 1, 
2020 at the age of 14 with her han- 
dler and family by her side. 

K-9 Reece dedicated her service in 
the detection of controlled substances 
for the County of Humboldt. K-9 Re- 
ece was a warrior in the battle against 
drugs. Her career spanned just over 
10 years. K-9 Reece was always ready 


to go to work and lived for it. 

In K-9 Reece’s dedicated service of 
over 10 years, she was deployed 524 
times. Based on K-9 Reece’s alerts 
she was responsible for the seizure 
of 2,522 pounds of mari- 
juana, over 50 pounds of 
concentrated cannabis, con- 
centrated cannabis chemi- 
cal extraction laboratories 
(BHO), 6 pounds of co- 
caine, 82 pounds of heroin, 
80 pounds of methamphet- 
amine, and $2,619,464.00 
in currency. One could not 
have had a better K-9 than Reece. 

K-9 Reece will be buried at her 
family’s home where she will remain 
in our hearts and memories. For 
those of you who wish to honor her 
memory we request that you do so 
with a donation to one of our local 
no-kill animal rescues and/or ani- 
mal shelters in K-9 Reece’s name.

knocked off their feet by 
the surge. The male vic- 
tim was able to hold onto 
the jetty rocks, however 
Malouf was swept out to 
sea. 

The United States 
Coast Guard, Samoa Pen- 
insula Fire District and 
Humboldt Bay Fire as- 
sisted in the search for 
Malouf, utilizing ground 
crews, rescue boats and 
a helicopter. At about 1 
p.m., crews located and 
recovered Malouf from 
the water. 

Malouf was transport- 
ed via helicopter to a local 
hospital where she was 
pronounced deceased. 

Malouf was the exec- 
utive editor of Salt Lake 
Magazine and a long- 
time food writer. Malouf 
worked The Dallas Morn- 
ing News in Texas as a 
freelance food writer in 


the 1980s and 1990s and 
later worked as the dining 
critic for the Dallas Ob- 
server. 

In 2006, she moved 
to Salt Lake City with her 
late husband Glen War- 
chol, who was a reporter 
there, according to The 
Dallas Morning News. 

“Malouf was known as 
a tough but fair and in- 
sightful critic with an ir- 
reverent personality and 
big heart. She was a ‘cra- 
zy-haired Texas spitfire’ 
who loved birds, cowboys 
boots and _ everything 
pink,” stated an article 
in The Dallas Morning 
News. 

“The Humboldt Coun- 
ty Sheriffs Office sends 
our deepest sympathies to 
the family of Ms. Malouf 
during this incredibly dif- 
ficult time,” stated a press 
release from the Sheriffs 
Office.

some travel. Much of this can be made up 
through increased enrollments; however, 
the College of the Redwoods Foundation 
is committed to raising $250,000 from the 
community to cover costs of football pro- 
gram staff and upgrading the intercolle- 
giate weight room.

Dr. Flamer believes “that reinstating 
football can be compatible and comple- 
mentary to our academic endeavors for 
several reasons. If our student athletes are 
supported and maintain higher retention 
and graduation rates than the general stu- 
dent body, other academic programs would 
likely be enhanced by the addition of foot- 
ball players. A well-managed football pro- 
gram can bring in a net positive annual rev- 
enue and a great deal more “value-added” 
to the College.”

Ihe Humboldt California Faculty As- 
| sociation (CFA) has launched a com- 
munity-wide petition calling on the 
broader HSU community (faculty members, 
students, staff, alumni, and Humboldt resi- 
dents), to stand in solidarity with HSU fac- 
ulty against budget cuts. It is our position 
that the administration should Push Pause 
on cutting classes or faculty positions in the 
midst of the COVID-19 pandemic. The pe- 
tition can be accessed via this link: change.

Humboldt State University’s administra- 
tion is directing department chairs to make 
permanent and extensive cuts to course of- 
ferings over the next two years. 

These cuts will result in some depart- 
ments having their course offerings deplet- 
ed by as much as 25 percent, limiting stu- 


dent access to classes and faculty 
support while delaying pathways to 
graduation. 

The administrative directive is 
causing committed educators to 
lose work and healthcare benefits. 

These are the same faculty mem- 
bers who have moved mountains 
to make sure that HSU continued 
to serve students during this glob- 
al pandemic. In this emergency, we 
should not be treating dedicated 
faculty members as throwaway mer- 
chandise, but as valued members of 
our University community. 


While dedicated educators face unem- 
ployment, more upper-level administrators 
are being hired and the college continues to 
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prioritize growth — except when it comes 


to faculty. Now, to balance the 
budget, the HSU administration 
is pressuring faculty union mem- 
bers to cut union jobs—at a time 
when faculty need them most.

A phenomenal opportunity for reform at Humboldt State 


generation ago, Hum- 
Am State University 

joined the nation’s rapid 
expansion into the privatization 
movement, promising to bring 
“business efficiencies” to gov- 
ernment. 

However, whether 
it’s public education, 
prisons, the military, 
energy, healthcare, 
pharmaceuticals, 
housing, immigration, 
or the public airwaves, 
privatization has been 
disastrous, bearing 
no resemblance to the 
efficiencies of free-en- 


terprise. 
Once privatization 
removes _ institution- 


al knowledge from 

government, it has leverage to 
extort higher corporate fees, de- 
regulation, expansion and per- 
sonal gain. The HSU University 
Center Corporation’s multi-mil- 
lion dollar “non-profit” bureau- 
cracy offers a case-study in pri- 
vatization’s ethical and business 
failures and is currently under 
review for termination. 

The California Education 
Code regulates campus corpo- 
rations, (aka “auxiliary orga- 
nizations”), by limiting their 
services to “essential university 
operations”, it also guarantees 
due-process rights for employ- 
ees in order to reduce corrup- 
tion by reducing workplace fear. 
In 1984, University Center cor- 
porate director Burt Nordstrom, 
(replacing his brother-in-law, 
Charles Lindemenn), hired at- 
torneys with a strategy to cir- 
cumvent employees’ due-pro- 
cess rights by having workers 
sign contracts stating they can 
be fired without cause, “at-will”, 
(seen recently at KHSU). This 
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is how “public-private  part- 
nerships” divert accountability 
from government, in this case, 
overseen by former HSU vice 
president and University Center 
corporate board advisor, Ed- 
ward “Buzz” Webb. 

The Education 
Code’s restrictions 
on corporate growth 
were also circumvent- 
ed by the University 
Center’s reinterpreta- 
tion of “essential uni- 
versity operations” to 
include College of the 
Redwood’s housing 
and food services, Eu- 
reka’s aquatic center, 
Arcata’s public pool, 
failed attempts to pur- 
chase Eureka’s histor- 
ic “Sweezy Theater” and a Bend, 
Oregon hotel serving HSU’s ex- 
clusive corporate ski junkets. 
HSU proceeded to invest $300 
million remodeling and expand- 
ing leisure venues, sports and ac- 
tivities, adding elite locked-gate 
housing, and library lattes to the 
University Center’s growing em- 
pire of “essential services” that 
already provide skiing, sailing, 
kayaking, rafting, rock climbing, 
fencing and international celeb- 
rity entertainers. 

Despite early warnings from 
courageous faculty and _ staff, 
academic courses and degrees 
were being eliminated as HSU’s 
equivalent of “Club Med” ex- 
panded; experienced professors 
were early-retired; classrooms 
became overcrowded;  card- 
locks and “blue-light” emergen- 
cy stations were poor substitutes 
for the nighttime janitorial staff 
HSU terminated, all occurring 
long before the 2008 economic 
collapse and COVID-19. 

“Club HSU” not only attract- 


ed hundreds of wealthier stu- 
dents and community partici- 
pants, it requires them, causing 
far-greater impacts from every 
recession, just as the healthcare 
industry is designed to best-serve 
the wealthiest patients, bank- 
rupting average families buried 
in debt and immediately collaps- 
ing during an epidemic making 
the U.S. “Number One“ in world- 
wide fatalities per-capita. 

Humboldt County’s miles of 
wilderness, wetlands, pristine 
beaches, rivers, tributaries, lakes, 
bay, mountains, trails, lagoons, 
forests and wildlife were always 
more than enough without re- 
quiring HSU’s majority of poor 
and working-class students, (800 
reported homeless in 2019), to 
subsidize privatization’s expand- 
ing services few can afford. 

Real CSU reform would ad- 
dress systemic nepotism, favor- 
itism and patronage at the core 
of administrative incompetence 
and corruption, for example, the 
California Auditor uncovered 
university administrator’s en- 
riching themselves by early-in- 
vesting in the software company 
that would centralize the Califor- 
nia State University computer 
systems; a $750 million project. 

While it’s no panacea, top ad- 
ministrators should be required 
to model academic excellence 
by holding advanced degrees in 
their fields of public adminis- 
tration, human resources, pub- 
lic finance, or communication, 
making it more difficult to stack 
a university’s bureaucracy with 
friends and family sycophants 
willing to violate their Consti- 
tutional oath to “Promote the 
General Welfare” by sharing 
contempt for the California Ed- 
ucation Code. 

Terminating the University 


Center Corporation presents 
a combination of phenomenal 
opportunities returning institu- 
tional knowledge, essential ser- 
vices and due-process to HSU. 
Trained by a competent con- 
sultant, HSU students are more 
than capable of managing HSU 
services themselves for academ- 
ic credit. Or, corporate services 
can be transferred to the ASB; 
organized under a student-coop- 
erative; separated by individual 
501c3’s; or eliminated entirely, 
opening opportunities for stu- 
dent entrepreneur’s off-campus. 
In considering students’ ca- 
pability, remember the first U.S. 
Admiral, David Farragut, who, 
at 12 years old, commandeered 
a captured enemy warship from 
Peru to Boston with its British 
prisoners. Farragut wasn’t a 
“one-off” exception; the amaz- 
ing potential of average Ameri- 
can youth’s is well-documented 
by New York City’s 4-time teach- 
er of the year, prolific author, 
researcher, and _ international 
lecturer John Taylor Gatto, who 
points out, “Education is not 
something given to students, it 
must be assertively taken.” 
Public universities possess 
the resources for students to 
develop the skills, imagination, 
confidence and independence 
needed to cope with extraordi- 
nary and unpredictable future 
challenges. A worldwide epi- 
demic, requiring years of eco- 
nomic recovery, should dissolve 
decades of excuses denying stu- 
dent’s the opportunities to ex- 
plore and develop their full-po- 
tential that is their birthright.

A recent gift is Shirley M. Han- 
nah’s story, written in 1969, called 
“Christmas At Camp Creek” from 
1912. 

Thomas Hannah wrote: “Not 
all the Northwestern California 
Christmases enjoyed the conve- 
niences of comfortable department 
stores, beautiful stocks of mer- 
chandise or warm dining rooms. 
There was a time when Christmas was re- 
garded as a time for kindness and generos- 
ity. 
“It was the same kind of feeling which 
was extended from one pioneer to anoth- 
er. Everyone was a friend, to be trusted and 
honored with the more fortunate’s hospital- 
ity without luxuries and the lavishness we 
know, and accept as commonplace today. 
The old-timers gave thanks for what they 
had. They felt fortunate for the good things 
which did come their way. 

“One such event is recorded in my fa- 
ther’s narrative titled The Recollections of 
a Country School Teacher. The story took 
place in the gold country of Orleans, Decem- 
ber 25, 1912 at Camp Creek, the two princi- 
pals of the story, a first year teacher at the 
Orleans Public Elementary School (Shirley 
Hannah), and the recently retired teacher of 
the same school, Professor C.S. Little.” 

Christmas at Camp Creek 

I was unable to go home for Christmas 
that year because of bad weather. The trail 
over the Bald Hills through Sherman Lyon’s 
Ranch was covered with snow so I decided 
to remain with my good friend Professor 
Little at his mining claim on Camp Creek. 

I was sort of sad as this was the first time 
that I was away from home during the hol- 
iday season. Being away from home was an 
accepted way of life for Professor Little who 
had not been home to his birthplace in Len- 
nox, Massachusetts for over forty years. 

The professor’s home was in the wilds of 
Humboldt County. Professor Little was well 
known in literary circles and was a man of 
letters and academic training. 

He was intimately acquainted with John 
Muir, the naturalist and was related to John 
C. Merriam of Washington, D.C., a former 
president of the Carnegie Institute and the 
Save the Redwoods League. 

Little first came to Humboldt County 
in 1878 and had been a teacher in schools 
along the Klamath. After retirement in 1912 
he took to working a mining claim until his 
death in 1928. 

Unable to come home, I decided to make 
the most of it. I suggested to Professor Little 
that we invite some of the neighbors in for 
a Christmas celebration and dinner. It was 
agreed to do this and we set out to make 
ready. 

The planned menu was simple and whole- 
some. I was slated to provide smoked salm- 
on by way of Big Ike who lived near Sommes 
Bar. Along with salmon we planned to have 
venison and quail. 

Professor Little volunteered to make a 
brandy pudding. We placed a Christmas 
tree in front of the big rock fireplace in the 
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Professor’s sitting room. We made popcorn 
garlands and hung pine cones with strong 
loops from the boughs. 

The guest list included most neighbors 
living in the area. The fact that the profes- 
sor’s nearest neighbor was six miles away, 
the list did not fill one page. The invited list 
included Henry Wilder, Sam Smith, Eric 
Van Note, Lagoon George, Black Adder Pete 
Henry, Snappy, Captain and Tip Vander- 
vort. 

The professor promised to bring out 
some of his private stock of homemade 
wine, which he did to the delight of his 
guests. 

The prepared meal was eaten 
with relish and after the dinner 
was complete, the flaming bran- 
dy pudding was brought out. 
Most of the guests to my recol- 
lection had never seen one, yet 
alone the pleasure of tasting it. 

After dinner we sat around the 
blazing fireplace talking of our 
childhood experiences during 
the Christmas season. Some of the guests, 
being Indians, recounted stories of their 
own related to family happenings and gen- 
eral history. 

To the surprise and delight of us all, 
Professor Little brought forth a poem that 
he wrote for the occasion. To the best of 
my knowledge this is the second occasion 
at which his poem on Christmas has been 
heard.
